For 
whom as 1 muſt ſpend every drop of blood to fight his cauſe, foe I 
will ſhed every drop of inke to affert it: and thoughthe aſſailant is 
weake, yet the cauſe is fo ſtrong, that I donbr not bur to convince 
your faith, however I may faile of your acknowledgment. Since as 
Hannibal overcame Italy with Italian Forces , fol may beate your

Be not like thoſe »dians,who would not gae 
to Heaven tor feare of meeting a Spaniard there : Nay, be not like 
your old ſelfe, who did theretore detelt the Litwrgy and Hierarchy, 
becauſe *rwas common to us with Papifts, Could the Devill reach 
me goodneſſe, I would be his Diſciple. There is no better way to 
com;poſe a good Proteſtant, then by imitating the ſuperſtitious Ca» 
pouchins in continnall prayer ; the Papilticall Padu4n:s in holy cha» 
ſtity ; their Knighthood in the defence of Orphans and Widowes ; 
the Pagan Twrkes in pitty and-charity;; the Savage T artars in ho» 
neſty, truth, and chaſtity ; the (yprians in affability and hoſpitality 
to ſtrangers; the Heathen of Pers in hbcrality to their God, King, 
and Countrey.

HMarins did not di{daine to learne of Hannibal ; nor had he freed 
the Romans at Candinum , had they not beene gonquer'd at Canne : 
thinke it no brand to your credit to be your Schollers Pro/e/yte. O 
devote not your ſelfe ro the darknefle of e/£gypr, becauſe 'is /that 
would leade you into the light of Goſhen ; nor bethe lefle iwlove 
with a retraRation of your hereſie, becauſe the motive to it is vile, 
Truth lies not now (as Antignity faign'd it ) ina ditch, but is ſo ob- 
vious to the eye,that if you (being a Scholler) ſtumble at her, I ſhall 
thinke it is not becauſe you are blinde, but that you will not ces 
Thoſe (indeed) whoſe (lender ſoules ſee no fartherthen their eyes, 
who not able todiltinguiſh betwixt the Name and the Thing , call 
the Conſpiracy the Partiament, whole grofſer mindes being fed one= 
ly by hopes and feares, are too thicke to rake in the finer nouriſh» 
ment of Reaſon ; thoſe (I confeſſe) may be quickly cozened of their 
loyalty.

5. Conſider that Aſperins nihil eft hyumili , (c,—— and what a 
combuſtion this Kingdome is already in , whilett cheſe Phaetons of 
State aſpire to rule in CHARLES his Waine : nay, how it is like to 
be confonnded into its old Chaos, unlefle a Thunderbolt diſmonnt:

6. Conſider in what deteſtation future'Parliaments will be had , 
whileſt Poſterity refleAs on this ; believing thar then they will of 
fend by Preſcription, when Rebellion is authorized by fo high a 
Title ; when the Court of Juſtice ſhall be a Topi:k for the approve- 
ment of Vice, and by the ſame Logick will diſpute downe that Cons» 
filtory, by which they prove -Epiſcopacy unlawfull , becauſe ſome 
Biſhops have been bad. Nay, it will paſſe into a Proverbe with the 
ſimplicity of the Vulgar, to ranke the Engliſh Parliament with the 
Spaniſh Inquiſition, tor wickedneſle and the world are both of one 
growth; they'le thinke that Nerons ſufficier Neyo , that the Iron

7. Laſtly, conſider our Soveraigne under a double notion , how 


& a Chriſtian) He rules Himſelfe, and (as a King) His Conntrey, 
ow the goodnefle of His Majeltie ſtands in eqnipage with the 
ſplendour of it. How He is ſo compos'd and made up of Grace and 
Favour, that he is a Prince as *trwere accompliſht for the indearing 
of His people ; we ſhould vindicate him not onely as the father, bur 
(as the Grecians did Helena; ) ——= 4%; vir avrdpoy aixuarior, Ag 
th=- Bridegroome of his Countrey : for our deareſt Relations, which 
like livided ftreames, runne ſevera!l wayes, malt all meet in him as 
in their proper Ocean. Adde this as an Epilogue to your confiderati- 
ons , that you would take it very ill if the lower C/a//is of your 
Schoole (but the Plebeians of that your Kingdome) ſhould take the 
Burchen Scepter out of your handand imploy it about yoor breetch, 
This (with vardon to my youth) is to prepare you for a fit Reader, 
leſt your faff:rage ſhould be beſpoke, and taken up on to'ther ſide ; 
for ſince Truth cannot comply with an erroneous Judgement, nor 
hold conformity with that rule by which it was not made : I deſire 
you to reade over what my ſhallow apprehenſion of theſe State 
matrersis, with an unpreoccupied underſtanding, 

The Parliament at firſt had not long ſate, when ſome Pygmes of 
fortune, out of a naturall Antipathy with thoſe of teller growth, did 
anxiouſly labour to make them ſhorter by the head;and being Eagle 
fighted , they endeavour'd ro prune off thoſe ſpreading branches, 
which interpos'd as a Skreene betwixt the Sunne and them. Now, 
becauſe the people were to at that Tragedy, of which themſelves 
had laid the Pore, they mult (tudic ſome impoſtare by which to 
j#gple out their affeRions ; {> that Juſtice it ſelte did now begin to 
be acceſſary, and Religion the Pimpe for vice, Arheiſme was to be 
work't in under precext of Reformation ; Proteftancy to be work't 
out under the name of Papiſme, Licentiouſneſſe was ſollicited Une 
der the maske of Liberty ; Inconveniquees to be taken away for the 
introducements of Mi/chiefer. Dirt was to be calt on the Ermyn , 
and then he to be accuſed of being foule. He was'to be argued of 
Popery, and fo of Perjury. His very Declarations were accuſed of a 
curious gail e of Rhetoricke,and found guilty of an Jdea; both = 4 
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tick, and yer decent. Their writings were to be credited even for 
their flovenly conveyance. The Phrenſie of the Pulpit had the repus. 
tation of Zeale, and men poſſe/et with the ſpirit were eſteemed as 
inſpired, Some parts were to be let bloud for the preſervation of the 
whole z and inltead of purging ill humours,they were to change the 
Crafs of the body. Like pictures that looke ſeverall wayes, or like 
the ninth Orbe , they were to, move Weſtward in complyance with 
the King,and dire& Eaft in the progrefſle of their own delignes, The 
power of Soveraignty was ſhaken to confirme the right of it, that ſo 
the people might rebel with the more obedience ; and (as I dare 
ſweare many have done) that they might doe ill with a good con- 
ſcience,and fight againlt their King in a diſcharge of their al/egeance. 
Anon they pretend to Enthu/ia/me, and (as Numa from Epgeria , 
or Mahumet from the Angell Gabriel) to have diretion even from 
God. So that now (like oppoſite lines in a Globe, which by being 
drawne aſunder, meet) the Paritane is Papift, (omitting the thrive- 
ing men from perjury after the battell at Brainceford) not onely in 
K ingskilling, but alſo in i»fallibiliry, For by this time Pym is Pope 
of England,as well as Urban of Rome, His aſſertion is his proofe, 
and the ation of which he gives the reaſon, 1s the reaſon of the 
aRion ; ſo that Petere principium is to argumentize beſt, The vulsy 
gar arc of Hiero's minde. "Apptuinſes aigovrt amrwuTtoy, they put their 
falvation into his harids ; and to whatſoever he ſhall doe, they re- 
ſigne up their con/esences,as well as their conſents, 

This foundation of a R#ive being laid , (that my Letter may not 
ſwell, I will give but one inſtance) they vote downe Biſhops, be- 
cauſe they have too much knowledge to be /edwc't into their faRti- 
on, and too much conſcienee to be work't tot. Here the K ing muſt 
have no ſuffrage, unleſſe He make ir theirs : and as if His Oath did 
onely ſerve to ſolemnize His Coronation, they thinke it not enough 
for Him to part with His Prerogative, unlefſe He will diſpence with 
His Religion too : they had rather His Oath were broke, then the 
Biſhops kept. The King againe is refraftary,and whilſt they wore 
Perjury to be no finne, He denyes to make itan AF, The Militia 
is to be ſetled.in their hands who are interefſed and engaged in this 
growing Treaſon, that they may awe Him to their Votes, to 
which they cannot wooe Him, And notwithſtanding thoſe evie 
dences at Edge-bill and Brainceford, beſides the ſuborning of Pam . 
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(6) 
leteers for their Abettors, as of ſome to prove the King a Papif, 
and thoſe perfidious that will beleeve Him; of others that do averre 
Him to be Univerſis minor, though Singuli major ; of a third fort, 
who would have the SubjeRs coordinate with Him,nort fabordinate 
to Him, and the like ; I ſay notwithſtanding all this, they are fo fa- 
mouſly i5mpwdent, as to proclaime themſelves loyall, and the Rabble 
ſoemiently fxpid as to beleeve'em, His Majeftie (like a prudent 
Halcyon) tore ſeeing a tempeſt would be ſhortly, whileſt the c/ouds 
were o're his head, forſakes the unruly Ocean; and removes the Pare 
liament to Yorke, though the Tithe ſtay'd behinde at London : for 
pur the King's part of the Parliament(notoriouſly knowne to be the 
major) in one ſcale of your Judgement, and the lefler part of Zondon 
in the other ; then ſuppoſe (nor grant) the ballance in cf quilibris, 
yetthe King (who is heavier then both) being put to the greater 
part, muſt needs outweigh the lefſe : ſo that now you are brought 
to-this Dilemma, that either the Parliament is wor, or that it is not at 
Lonaon. : | 
Ob. 1. But you ſay, the King cannot breake off the Parliament, 
] anſwer, that the King is an eſſential] part of it , and therefore *tis 
all one for him to leave it, and to breake it off, for the can/ality of

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much lefſe ro end it; is manifeſt by this, that they are hereby exemp. , 
red from the tryall of their offences ; from which the name of Pars | 
liament (thoagh it howld not, yet ) hath priviledg'd *em. for it was 
held: #»lawf#l,chat the King ſhould procced againſt thoſe ive Meme 
bers according to Law ;z and to accuſe Traytors was a breach of pri- | 
viledge. Therefore each ſingle perſon will delire to continue him 
ſelfe a whole Shire or Corporation, becauſe that hath beene a tricke 
ro authorize the higheſt Treaſons, and is the Texwre by which they 
hold both their Lives and Liwwng-sz (o that they love the continu- 
ance of the Parliament,as condemned [trumpets doe the continuance
